Sunday in the state—and *he 
nation—was 116 at Broken Bow. 
fhe heat there killed a number 
of farm animals. 


Monday's highs, while slightly 


below the previous day, •were all 
but one over 100 degrees. Chad- 
ron had the top with 110, fol- 
lowed by Imperial, 108: North 
Platte, 107; and 106 at both 
Grand Island 
and Lexington. 


Lincoln's high was 102. 


The forecast for Tuesday of- 


fered northwest Nebraska resi- 
dents a little relief, with highs 
in the 90s, but the rest of the 
state will be generally fair with 
100 to 110 highs. 


Broken Bow's two rendering 


plants reported Monday the HP- 
degree heat had killed a large 
number of chickens and turkeys 
and a few hogs. At one farm 
there were so many dead chick- 
ens one truck couldn't haul th»m 
all away. 


A check of Lincoln poulny- 


men Monday showed no reported 
losses of poultry because of the 
heat. With adequate shade and 
water, poultry should survive the 
present Lincoln heat wave, a 
poultryman said.1

Without them there would be no 


soft, helping hands, nor guides in the dark- 


ness, and life would be dismal indeed.. When 
one speaks of greatness there are none so 
ffreat as those who make life better for their 
fellow men. 


Mrs. Putney felt the compulsion for social 


service from the beginning. She prepared 
herself with youthful study in the fields of 
social welfare and philanthropy. She spent 
a year at Hull House and felt the deep in- 
spiration from association with the great Jane 
Addams. 


In her riper years her knowledge and earn- 


estness yielded rich fruits in a continual out- 
pouring of civic and human service. 
It is 


difficult to enumerate the benefits from such 
a life. But a few are her efforts that helped 
to bring Lincoln's first community center, 
later the Southwest community center, and 
that great lay order we know as the Gray 
Ladies—the women of compassion and love 
who do so much in our hospitals. 


The world has always sorrowed over the 


parsing of individuals who do so much for 
others and r.sk only the opportunity to con- 
tinue to do so. And we all feel that way 
about Mrs. Putney.

But, he added, naturally they weren't 
building barns any more.

brought us up in our chairs a little as we 
asked for an explanation. Simple, he pointed 
out. 
Nobody was building barns because 


nobody kept horses any more. Machine sheds, 
yes, tool sheds, but no barns. It was obvious 
that since the occupant of a structure was 
now almost a rarity on the agricultural scene, 
the structure itself would soon also be a 
matter of history. 


We sat silently for a moment, digesting this 


bit of information and not liking it at all. It 
left a definite sour taste in our mouth. The 
barn has always occupied as prominent a 
place on the farm as the farmhouse, or in- 
deed, as the farmer himself. 
We tried to 


envision a drive over the countryside here 
in our Midwest, and to imagine what such a 
landscape would be devoid of the barn—as 
traditionally red as the firetruck—standing 
silhouetted against an autumn sunset, or 
bright and gleaming under a winter sky, a 
Nichols' canvas come to life, with its back- 
drop of white snow and blue shadows. And 
the picture was sadly incomplete. 


Always One Of Them 


Gov. J. Bracken Lee of Utah is attempt- 


ing to stir up his fellow governors against the 
federal income tax. He would have it re- 
pealed lock stock and barrel. 


Utah's head man is pushing his campaign 


as a special side attraction at the current 
meeting of governors at Bolton Landing, 
N. Y. He has isolated the virus of socialism 
in that particular tax and is assuring his 
colleagues that if the host is disposed of the 
virus will die with it. 


Gov. Lee, we fear, is embarked upon a cru- 


sade that will not lead to victory. Nor does 
it seem that his research into the science of 
both taxes and socialism, has gone 
very 


deeply. 


Varying forms of taxes are adopted to 


extract money from citizens in some approx- 
imate arrangement of fairness, and also with 
an eye to constitutional limitations. 
It is 


seldom the form that impairs the principle 
of private property but the size of the levy. 


While Gov. Lee would deprive the federal 


government of one of its few ways, under 
the constitution, of staying alive, it is doubt- 
ful whether he or any of his fellow gover- 
nors would go for an amendment that would 
turn the federals loose on real and personal 
property which thus far is a right reserved 
for the states. But if the gates of revenue 
were slammed shut on federal government it 
would soon cease to exist and would ihere- 
fore be an incompetent and impractical gov- 
ernment. There would be little alternative 
to that other than quickly going socialistic bv 
default.

Our picture today gives you a 


glimpse of one of my favorite 
summer-blooming perennials. It 
is one of many colorful and aro- 
matic herbs called "Monarda" 
after the Spanish physician and 
botanist, Mondardes (1493-1588). 
This one's blooms arc a delicate 
rosy-pink and it is called "Crost- 
way Pink."' It was given me only 
last summer and blends beau- 
tifully with M. rubra which I've 
grown for years. 


The leaves of all Monardas 


when crushed or even slightly 
brushed by hand emit a delight- 
ful fragrance resembling that of 
Citrus Bergamia, a small spiny 
tree with sour thin-skinned fruit 
grown in Europe for centuries 
lor its essential oil and perfume, 


Crostway pink . . . a fragrant herb of the Monarda family 


and thus are sometimes called 
Bergamot. However, their most 
appropriate name, I think, is 
"Bee Balm" for the bees dearly 
love each flower be it pmk, scar- 
let, ruby or purple, and spend 
many hours in our garden flitting 
from 
one 
fragrant, 
colorful 


flower to another. 


The scarlet one, didyma (M. coc- 


cinea). often called Oswega Tea in 
old herbals, is seen most frequently 
in gardens but'it does not grow 
so tall as the one pictured nor as 
rubra or the purple one. Nor does 
its scarlet hue blend so well with 
other flowers in one's garden as 
rubra. We also have a wilding 
from the Ozarks called" Bradbur- 
iana" which is about one foot in 
height, flower shell-pink with small 
garnet dots, and it blooms first of 
all in June. The one growing wild 
along our roadsides west to Mc- 
Cook is called horge-mint, with its 


strong-smelling lavender blooms 
that are formed exactly like ou7- 
garden-grown ones. 


Monardas are equally at home 


in partial shade or sun and that 
too, is the reason I'm. so fond of 
them in my garden. Like all of the 
mint family, they have shallow 
roots so when the days are hot 
and dry, one must Rpe that-they 
have sufficient moisture.

One 
or two believe ttiinjrs are not as 
rosy for them as Washington has 
been bcarinp.

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Technically the Democrats arc 


belter placed for the governor's 
races. Only 11 are up. mostly south- 
erners. They feel this Tvill grve 
them an ad\-antage in winning con- 
trol of Congress. 


Reporters have never found Gov. 


pewey precisely a ray of sunshine 
in ttieir drab lives. H5s extra sharp- 
ness possibly stems this year from 
the necessity of making hard 
choices about his future. 


The governor is fc'red of Albany 


and eager to eTrier the practice of 
law both for a change and to build 
his personal fortune. He believes 
that m Sen. Irving Ives, his party 
has a strong and -worthy candidate 
for governor. 


Bat wHJj peculiar thOTghttess- 


ness, Xew York Democrats seem 
bent on putting into the governor's 
race the inheritor of the famoas 
»ame that Mr. Devey resents. He 
is JH* so bitter «rrn ab<wt Mr, 


Truman: for the 1948 debacle he 
has found scapegoats in his own 
parly. 


It would be galling to Dewey, 


so long the successful governor 
of the country's richest and most 
populous state, to turn it over to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. He hon- 
estly feels "the boy hasn't earned 
it." an opinion in which he is not 
alone with other Republicans. 


But nobody is able to say posi- 


tively that Franklin Jr. won't do as 
well as Bob Wagner Jr.. who was 
elected mayor easily after years 
of being do-s-ngradcd as amiable 
but incompetent by the Dewey 
forces.

The President has cancelled a

The Fish, Game and Parks Com- 


mission or the State Historical 
Society could easily make Ft. Rob-' 
inson a monument to pioneer and 
Indian lore history without harm- 
ing the beef experiment activities. 
I am writing Lloyd Pipher, WNUCC 
president, at Crawford for full in- 
formation and will present it to 
the voters in the Sixth District in 
the coming campaign for regent 
of the university. 


The university is a good school 


but sometimes it gets a little big 
for its "britches" and a good 
spanking won't hurt its prestige.

Rep. 
Phillips Defends Ike's 


'Dynamite' Order To AEC 


WASHINGTON UB — Brisk de- 


bate broke out in the House Mon 
day over President Eisenhower 
controversial directive to the Atom 
ic Energy Commission to negotiate 
a private utility contract for powe 
for the Tennessee Valley Author 
ity- 


The argument started when Rep 


P h i l l i p s (R-Calif) delivered E 
speech defending the presidentia 
order. His remarks sparked oppo 
sition from several foes of the pri 
vate power contract. 


Phillips, 
chairman 
of t h e 


House Appropriations subcommit 
tee which handles funds for both 
AEC and TVA, said the proposec 
private power contract would cosl 
the government, all things consid- 
ered, no more than power supplied 
by TVA. 


Rep. Holifield (D-Calif), a mem- 


ber of the Senate - House Atomic 
Energy Committee, disputed Phil- 
lips' statement. He said the pro- 
posal would cost the government 
$3,685,000 more a year than TVA 
power would cost. 


Under the presidential directive, 


AEC would negotiate a contract 
with Middle South Utilities, Inc 
and the Southern Co., for 600,000 
kilowatts of power to be delivered 
to TVA near Memphis. 


TVA would distribute this pow- 


er to industrial and 'residential con- 
sumers in the Memphis area, and 
would continue to furnish a like 
amount of power to the atomic 
plant at Paducah. The power would 
be produced at a plant the two 
utilities companies, known as the 
Ducon-Yates group, would build at 
West Memphis, Ark. 


Rep. 
Evins (D-Tenn) told the 


House that under the proposed con- 
tract TVA would have to build a 
nine - million - dollar transmission 
line to get the power from the 
Arkansas plant across the Missis- 
sippi River.

EUGENE, Ore. Iff) — Herbert 


Hoover took issue w i t h Adlai 
Stevenson Monday, t h e former 
President denying that he ever 
said the federal government should 
get out of the electric power bus- 
iness. 


Hoover said that Stevenson, the 


1952 Democratic presidential can- 
didate, in a speech here Saturday 
was "led into three grave mis- 
statements of fact or implication 
in respect to myself." 


The ex-President said that to 


straighten these out he wanted it 
known that 1. he did not veto the 
first multiple-purpose dam for hy- 
droelectric power; 2. he vetoed the 
Morris dam bill only because there 
was not adequate protection for 
the Treasury; and 3. he never 
said the government should get 
out of the electric power business. 


Stevenson spoke at a Democratic 


•ally here, saying that the present 
administration was going back to 
he Hoover power policies of 1931. 
At the time of the speech Hoover 
vas a few miles away on a fish- 
ng trip. He left by plane for San 
F r a n c i s c o after taking issue 
ffith Stevenson in an interview. 


The ex-President said, "I have 


advocated multiple-purpose dams 
vhen justified for the past 30 
pears. Further I had a large part 
in bringing about the one almost 
:ompleted during my administra- 
ion the . . . the first and largest 
multiple purpose dam in our coun- 
ry. This was the Hoover Dam on 
the Colorado."

House Debate Flares Over Private Utility-TVA Power Negotiations 
Rep, Phillips Defends Ike's 
----------------------- 
'Dynamite' Order To AEC 


WASHINGTON UR — Brisk d e­ 
bate broke out in the House Mon ­ 
d ay over Presid en t Eisen hower’s 
con troversial d irective to the Atom­ 
ic En ergy Commission to n egotiate 
a private utility con tract for power 
for the Ten n essee Valley Author­ 
ity. 
The argumen t started when Rep. 
P h i l l i p s (R-Calif) d elivered a 
speech d efen d in g the presid en tial 
ord er. His remarks sparked oppo­ 
sition from several foes of the pri­ 
vate power con tract. 
Phillips, 
chairman 
of 
t h e 
House Appropriation s subcommit­ 
tee which han d les fun d s for botii 
AEC an d TVA, said the proposed 
private power con tract would cost 
the govern men t, all thin gs con sid ­ 
ered , n o more than power supplied 
by TVA. 
Rep. Holifield (D-Calif), a mem­ 
ber of the Sen ate - House Atomic 
En ergy Committee, d isputed Phil­ 
lips’ statemen t. He said the pro­ 
posal would cost the govern men t 
$3,685,000 more a year than TVA 
power would cost. 
Un d er the presid en tial d irective, 
AEC would n egotiate a con tract 
with Mid d le South Utilities, In c., 
an d the Southern Co., for 600,000 
kilowatts of power to be d Uivered 
to TVA n ear Memphis. 
TVA would d istribute this pow­ 
er to in d ustrial an d 'resid en tial con - 
.vun iers in the Memphis area, an d 
would con tin ue to furn ish a like 
ain oun t of power to the atomic 
plan t at Pad ucah. The power would 
1h' prod uced at a plan t the two 
utilities compan ies, kn own as the 
Dixon -Yates group, would build at 
West Memphis, Ark. 
H ep, Evin s (D-Ten n ) told the 
House that un d er the proposed con - 
tract TVA would have to build a 
n in e - million • d ollar tran smission 
lin e to get the power from the 
Arkan sas plan t across the Missis­ 
sippi River. 
Evin s, backed up by Rep. Jon es

Ten n ), asked if AEC has authority 
to en ter a con tract for power to 
be supplied to TVA. 
Holifield d eclared that in his 
opin ion the AEC d oes n ot have 
such power an d "the Presid en t is 
out on a limb."

EUGENE. Ore. m — Herbert 
Hoover took issue 
w i t h Ad lai 
Steven son Mon d ay, t h e former 
Presid en t d en yin g that he ever 
said the fed eral govern men t should 
get out of the electric power bus­ 
in ess. 
Hoover said that Steven son , the 
1952 Democratic presid en tial can ­ 
d id ate, in a speech here Saturd ay 
was "led in to three grave mis­ 
statemen ts of fact or implication 
in respect to myself." 
The ex-Presid en t said that to 
straighten these out he wan ted it 
kn own that 1. he d id n ot veto the 
first multiple-purpose d am for hy­ 
d roelectric power; 2. he vetoed the 
Norris d am bill on ly because there 
was n ot ad equate protection for 
the Treasury; an d 3. he n ever 
said the govern men t should get 
out of the electric power busin ess. 
Steven son spoke at a Democratic 
rally here, sayin g that the presen t 
ad min istration was goin g back to 
the Hoover power policies of 1931. 
At the time of the speech Hoover 
was a few miles away on a fish­ 
in g trip. He left by plan e for San 
F r a n c i s c o after takin g issue 
with Steven son in an in terview. 
The ex-Presid en t said , "I have 
ad vocated multiple-purp« Be d ams 
when justified for the past 30 
years. Further I had a large part 
in brin gin g about the on e almost 
completed d urin g my ad min istra­ 
tion the . . . the first an d largest 
multiple purpose d am in our coun ­ 
try. 'This was the Hoover Dam on 
the Colorad o."

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North Platte R. Irrigation Canals Closed 


Western Chambers Now Favor Sale Of State School Land 


Stream Is 
Lowest Ever 


BRIDGEPORT. Neb. W)—Fred 


Klietsch, superintendent of the 
State Irrigation Office here, said 
Monday he had closed a num- 
ber of canals from Sutherland 
west to the state line which de- 
pend on the natural flow of the 
North Platte River for all of 
their Irrigation water. 


The canals serve around 40.000 


acres. Principal canals closed are 
the Mitchell Canal, the Paxton- 
Hershey Canal and the Keith-Lin- 
coln County Canal. 


Klietsch said the North Platte 


River flow at present is the low- 
est on record. The July 10 read- 
ing at Bridgeport was 90 second 
feet. In 1934, the second lowest 
year, the reading on the same 
day was 194 second feet, and the 
daily average for the years 1942- 
51 for July was 960 second feet. 


After '94 Rights Closed 


Klietsch said all canals with 


water rights which do not pre- 
cede Feb. 2, 1894, have 
been 


closed in addition to the Mitchell 
Canal, whose water right was 
granted in 1890. The 
Mitchell 


Canal is on the state line and 
comes under the 1945 Supreme 
Court 
decree 
which 
allocated 


water to Colorado, Wyoming and 
Nebraska. 


Klietsch said canals below Suth- 


erland are using "practically all 
storage water" from 
Kingsley 


Reservoir, which he described as 
having adequate storage. 


He said the Pathfinder Reser- 


voir in Wyoming, which serves 
the North Platte Valley district, 
probably will be out of storage 
water at the end of the current 
season.

2 Power Districts 
HaveEnoughWater 


HASTINGS, Neb. (£») — The 


Central Nebraska and Platte 
Valley Public Power Districts 
have enough water to meet their 
needs through this season, bu 
the water shortage which began 
a year ago still is acute, their 
first joint report said Monday. 


The report came out of 


meeting of staffs of the two dis 
tricts under a recently signed co- 
operative management a g r e e 
ment covering Nebraska's larg- 
est water resource developmen 
project. 


The report pointed out, how- 


ever, that although the two dis- 
tricts will be able to meet al] 
their contracts to the end of the 
current irrigatioin season, the 
natural flow of the Platte River 
is low and many canals depend- 
ing on the river for their sup- 
ply of irrigation water will expe- 
rience a shortage. . 


Storage in Lake McConaughy 


at the start of the irrigation sea- 
son was 1,592,000 acre feet, about 
a quarter of a million acre feet 
short of last spring's totaL 


Precipitation in the 
South 


Platte River Basin also has been 
below normal, the report said. 


The report set up these rules 


for future operations of the two 
districts:. 


Hold water releases from Lake 


McConaughy and 
Sutherland 


Reservoir to the minimum re- 
quired for irrigation and power 
during the irrigation season and 
to the minimum required for 
power outside the irrigation sea- 
son. 


•Reserve as much storage space 


in Sutherland Reservoir as t>os- 
sible for storing South Platte 
River runoff, even though pros- 
pects of such runoff are small. - 


Encourage all ditch operators 


and irrigators to use all water 
sparingly and economically.

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Crosby Okays Toll Road—If 
Iowa Plan 
Holds Key 
To Work 


BOLTON LANDING, N.Y. </P) 


—Gov. Robert B. Crosby said 
Monday Nebraska is ready to 
build a cross-state toll highway 
if Iowa decides to go ahead with 
plans for one of its own. 
, The governor told a newsman 
he could give no estimate of the 
cost of a Nebraska superhigh- 
way and no prediction of what its 
route would be. 


State officials are thinking in 


terms of a highway crossing the 
Missouri River from Iowa in the 
vicinity of Omaha and continuing 
to Nebraska's western border, 
Crosby said. A cross-Iowa road 
would in turn be linked with a 
proposed toll road between Chi- 
cago and Rock Island, 111., he 
added. 


Followed Others 


Crosby made his remarks folj 


lowing a meeting with Gov. Wil- 
liam S. Stratton of Illinois and 
Gov. William S. Beardsley of 
Iowa at the national governors 
conference. Raymond C. Mc- 
Grath of Omaha, chairman of the 
Nebraska toll road authority, 
and L. N. Hess, Nebraska state 
highway engineer, also attended. 


Crosby said Iowa officials ex- 
pect to receive a report soon on 
the feasibility of building an 
east-west superhighway through 


fn/oy/ng Her 103rd Birthday Party 


their state. Nebraska's action 
would have to follow Iowa's 
lead1, he explained. 


The three governors, agreed 
that in future there will be a 
complete exchange of informa- 
tion among them on plans for 
toll highway construction, Crosby 
repotted. 
In another inter-state hook-up 


on toll highways, Stratton told 
newsmen that Illinois would co- 
operate with Missouri and Indi- 
ana on plans for a road between 
East St. Louis and the Indiana 
line. 
Part of Illinois' 583-million- 
dollar project will be devoted to 
the highway, Stratton added. 


In Lincoln, James Diesing, 


Crosby's administrative assistant, 
said the governor had telephoned 
to report "a very useful meet- 
ing" with "a complete exchange 
of information."
